These’ 
words were uttered today by Mrs. An-' 
nie M. Bradley, charged with the mur- 
der of former Senator Arthur M. Brown 
of Utah, as she, with a smile, was led 
away from the court room to the 
prison van which was to take her back 
to jail. /The presentation of evidence 
had just been concluded and court ad- 
journed until tomorrow, when argu- 
ments will begin. Justice Stafford an- 
nounced that an agreement had been 
reached among counsel for four hours 
of argument on each side. This will 
be completed Monday afternoon, and 
| Justice Stafford said he would then de- 
liver his charge and give the case to 
the jury.

A Vote of Thanks Extended Dr. A. K. 
Hawkes for Namerous Fenefac- 
tions —Inspiring Scene as 
Rev. P. H. Crumpler Was 
Superannaated.

These statements created a 
flurry of excitement among the con- 
ference body, but Bishop Atkins very 
properly stated that the case could not 
be reopened.

DEATH CALLS 
NOTED JURIST 


Judge H. C, Sheffield Died 
Yesterday at His Home 
at Arlington, 


Arlington, Ga., November 29.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Judge H. C. Sheffield died at 
‘noon today at his home in Arlington, 
surrounded by loving relatives and 
friends. Judge Sheffield had been in 
ill heaith for some time and his pass- 
ing away was no surprise. He was 
stricken with paralysis on the tenth of 
August, 1905, and had a second strokc 
in June of this year, but the direct 
cause of his death today was organic 
heart trouble. 

He laaves a wife and seven children, 
four of whom are married: Col. W. D.
